The financial system of China 1s a cur- 
ous mixture of extreme centralization 
and equally great decentralization. Au- 
thority must be obtained from “Peking 
before new or special expenditure can be 
incurred in any of the provinces; though 
in cases of urgency the money is often 
spent-first and leave asked for afterwards; 
but till that sanction is given the sum can- 
not be charged in the provincial accounts, 
On the other hand, each of the twenty 


provinces has+ its separate. revenue 
and financial system. Each province 
is required, annually, according to its 


wealth, to furnish a smaller or larger 
sum to the Peking Government, and the 
remainder of its receipts it spende locally 
for authorized purposes. The wealthier 
provinces, however, are subject to calls 
made upon them -under orders from 
Peking, on aceount of ‘extraerdinary—ex- 
penses in some of the poorer regions.

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BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health of the town of Ando- 
ver hereby makes and publishes, as required 
by the publié statutes of the commonwealth 
of. Massachtisetts, the following “Regule 
tions for the Public Health and Safety.” 


Extract Public Statutes, 
18. 

“The beard shall make such regulations 
as it judges necessary for the public health 
and.safety.*-* _Whoever-violates-any-such 
regulations shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 
one hundred dollars.” 


Chapter 80, Section 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES, 


Rune 1. Whena physician knows that a 
person whom he is called to visit is infected 
with small pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or 
any other disease dangerous to public health 
he shal immediately give notice to the 
Board of Health, with the name, aye, resi- 
dence, and occupation of the patient. 

Rute 2. When a householder knows that 
a person within his family is sick of small 
pox, diphtheria, or scarlet fever, he shall 
immediately give notice to the Board of 
Health, and upon the death, recovery or re- 
moval of such person, the rooms occupied, 
and the articles used by him, shall be disin- 
fected by such householder, in a manner ap- 
proved by the Board of Health. 

The board considers that varioloid, 
branous croup,’ measles.and typhaid . fever 


\are diseases dangerous to the public health

| and requires immediate notification of their | 
lhe od a 

RULE No pupil shall be allowed to at- 
tend the ‘ublia schools while any member 


of the household to which said pupil belongs | 


is sick of small pox, varioloid, diphtheria, 
membranous croup, scarlet fever, or measles 
or during a period of two weeks after the 
death, recovery, or removal of such sick 
person; and any pupil coming from such 
household shall be required to present to 


the teacher of the school the pupil desires | 


to attend, a’ certificate from the attending 
physician, or Board of Health, of the facts 
necessary to entitle him to admission in 
accordance with the above regulation. 
Considering the possibility of an epidemic 
during the coming summer, and in-any—case 
to remove, as far as practicable, causes of 
disease; the Board would urge upon each 
and every householder or owner of property

ately removing accumulations of— refuse 
matter which are, or likely to become, of- 
fensive; and in particular, of so disposing of 
the drainage from houses that ‘it shall not 
lie exposed upon the surface of the ground, 
or be discharged into the public highways.
